Since the year 1825, when the trade between Great Britain and Ireland was placed under 
Coasting Regulations, the official record of the interchange of Produce and Manufactures 
between the two Countries has, of necessity, been confined to the single article of Corn. No 
account, therefore, of the other articles of Agricultural Produce imported from Ireland into 
Great Britain can now be rendered upon official authority; but a statement, comprising the 
several kinds of live stock so imported, has been obtained from non- official documents collected 
at the Ports of Exportation, and is submitted above.
